The results of the bye-elections are 
not known for gure at the moment 
of writing, excépt that Cross, Boyle 
and Woolf appear to have been elect- 
ed, Cross and Boyle by good major- 
ities.

Tlie fight of the Con- 
servatives has been against fearfully 
long odds in every riding. The Lib- 
eral spellbinders: have not been con- 
tent to spellbind but have been back- 
ed by all the departments of the 
government. Railways, roads, bridg- 
es, and almost everything in the gift 
of ths government have been frecly 
promised. Three of these constitu- 
encies have demonstration farms, 
which is also in favor of the gov- 
ernment. McKenzie bribed the Mon- 
arch district with a bridge which 
they have prayed for for years, and 
even the Conservative Association 
there promised to vote for him in 
order to get what they have so des- 
perately needed in order to connect 
with the surrounding district. We 
can Hardly blame them, for we be- 
lieve in roads and bridges before 
anything else in the province, ° and 
this has been the crucial need of 
this district. We could hardly ex- 
pect them to withstand such a mas- 
terly temptation. The same thing 
was done in the district of Carman- 
gay, and in both places, if he wins 
at all, the vote polled will be re- 
sponsible.

Most Successful Year for 
Imperial Bank. 


Balance Sheet Would Indicate 
Increase in Capital Stock. 


The annual balance sheet and state- 
ment of profit and loss account of 
the Imperial Bank, which has — been 
distributed, reflects the most — suc- 
cessful year in the history of the 
bank.

During the year 
$60,000 has been applied on bank 
premises account, and the balance 
carried forward is $189,000 greater 
than in 1911. 

In the balance sheet notes in cir- 
culation are shown to be $5,303,642, 
an increase for the year of $882,000, 
which brings the circulation close to 
the limit allowed. In view of this 
fact and of the successful year which 
has been closed, it would not seem 
improbable that an increase in the 
capital stock of the bank may be 
authorized at the annual meeting 
nent week.

Potato Growers Warned 


A note of warning has been sound- 
ed fypm Ottawa in regard to a very 
dangerous potato disease that has 
been hrought to Canada in tubers 
imported from Europe during the 
present year. The disease, which is 
known as Potato Canker, was re- 
cently discovered in an imported 
shipment. To warn Canadian far- 
mers against the danger of planting 
imported seed, the Director of the 
Experimental Farms has_ issued 


entire 
con- 


a 
leaflet known as ‘‘Farmers’ Circular 
No. 1,"" prepared by Mr. H. T, 
Gussow, the Dominion  Botanist, 


which contains the following points : 

1. The only way in which the dis- 
ease can be introduced is through 
the planting of affected tubers. 

2. The use of diseased tubers for 
seed may, in the worst cases, result 
in the complete destruction of the 
entire crop. 

3. When once introduced the dis- 
ease germ infests the soil for a per- 
iod of eight years, which means that 
for at least cight years no sound 
potatoes can be raised on land thus 
infected. 

4. None of the known remedies for 
other plant diseases will prevent the 
appearance of the disease. 

5. The disease is spread rapidly 
through infested soil, carried by 
wind, animals, farm implements, old 
bags or other means. 

Attention is called to provisions 
under the Destructive Insect and Post 
Act, which show that to use or sell 
for seed potatoes imported from Eur- 
ope is illegal. Copies of this Far- 
mers’ Circular may be obtained by 
applying to the Publications Branch, 
Department of Agriculture, Ottawa, 
Ont.
